Quarters at Southampton.

Failure of the Cape May Cup Race
a Great Disappointment.

Goulds Receive Expressions of Sym-
pathy from British Yachtsmen..

WIGHT, Sept. 6. A 'fleet of yachts,
large and small, steamers and sailing
craft, gathered this morning about Tot-lan- d

Hay, to witness the race for the
Cape May Cup, between Vigilant and
Britannia.

News does not travel so fast In England
as It does In the United tSates, and It
was therefore not until y that yacht-me- n

In this vicinity became aware that
Vigilant hal lost her centre-boar- that
the Goulds had withdrawn their challenge
for the cup and that the Prince of Wales
had accepted.

Britannia lay in Cowes lloads proudly
flylr.g thirty-eigh- t winning flags, repre-
senting the number of races she has
won this eason. She will now be laid up
for the Winter.

On board the Gould steam yacht Ata-laiit- a,

which was anchored very near
Urltannla, was a group of Interested
people, among whom could be discerned
George . Gould and his wife and chil-
dren. About them were several friends.Vigilant, soon after Britannia spread
her winning flags to the breeze, hoisted
Old Glory, as If in proud defiance of thesaucy cutter. Hue the American yacht
refrained from displaying her racing
flags, and at 1 P. M. she was taken In
tow and headed for Southampton,
where. It Is understood, she will lay
up until next year.

Mr. Gould's onlv explanation of the
accident Is that there was a defect In
the casting of the centreboard hook
made at Southampton, after the first ac-
cident to Vigilant off the Needles. At
the same time he admitted that Capt.
Haft thought Vigilant struck upon the
Five licks while on her way to Cowes
front Dartmouth.

Howard Gould to-d- said that In con-
nection with the America's Cup he
thought that the demand of the English
jachtmen, that they should not be com-
pelled to name their challenger until a
short time before the race, was reason-
able. He admitted, however, that they
must give the dimensions of all their
prospective challengers.

Mr. Gould also approved the Idea that
the next contests for the America's Cup
should take place off Newport.

The members of the Royal Yacht
Squadron continue to express sympathy
with the Goulds In their misfortunes
with Vigilant: but, It may be added that
spectators ashore and fishermen about
the Needles, on Monday last, when Vigi-
lant was making for Cowes. claim to
have seen her touch on the Five Rocks,
off the west end of the Needles. Thethought that this was done
Intentionally, aJUthey claim there was
no apparent necessity for going In-
shore.

It should be added, however, that no
unprejudiced person pays the slightest
attention to these Insinuations.

The Prince of Wales has telegraphed
to Mr. W. Jameson, his representative
on Britannia, his approval of the tat-
ter's acceptance of the Gould's with-
drawal of their challenge for the Capo
May Challenge Cup.

He followed and
captured the man after a chase of
several blocks and took htm to Police
Headquarters.

The prisoner described himself as
Gustave Boettke, aged fifty. He ws
very excitable, and when asked why he
had embraced Miss Clauss he did not
give any reasonable reply, but talked In
a rambling way.

WIFE SHOT

BY MISTAKE.

O'Hara Was Firing at a Po-

liceman Who Was Try-

ing to Arrest Him.

SUPPOSED TO BE INSANE.

Mrs. O'Hara Jumped Between

Them and Received a Bullet
in Her Heart.

HER CONDITION IS CRITICAL.

The Maddened Man Finally Over- -

oome After a Terriblo

Struggle.

James O'Hara, twenty-eig- years old,
accidentally shot his wife, Catherine,
while blazing away at a policeman with
a revolver In their apartments
at 27 Washington street this morning.

The woman received the bullet In her
right breast, and It li believed that the
wound la mortal.

O'Hara Is a strapping, big man, who
used to do work along shore before he
married the woman he shot this morn-
ing. They had been married two years,
and since the day the pair were made one
O'Hara has not done a stroke of work.

Ills wife supported him by doing odd
bits of work, and ho succeeded In get
ting money enough to keep htm In liquor.

Mrs. O'Hara stood this sort of thing
until a few days ago, when her husband
began to develop symptoms of Insanity.

He became vlolenj last nlsUVand
flourished a threat-
ening to kill", her If-nr- io did net-giv- e

him more money for drink.
This morning Mrs. O'Hara applied nt

the Tombs Police Court for a warrant
for her husband's arrest. She stated
that she did not believe him a safe
person to be at large, and upon her
statement, the Court Issued a warrant,
giving It to Officer O'Connor to serve.

The latter, learning that he was llkejy
to have a hard tussle In arresting
O'Hara, stopped nt the Church street
police station and asked for assistance.

Policeman Cornelius J. Sullivan was
detailed to assist him. The policemen
then repaired to 27 Washington street.

The O'Haras lived on the top floor In

the rear of the tenement- - O'Connor
knocked on the door, and It was opened
a few Inches.

O'Hara peered out, and seeing that
two policemen were In waiting, shut the
door with a bang and bolted It.

Policeman Sullivan then went out upon
the and crawled through a.
rear window Into O'Horas apartments.

O'Hara was stnndlngby the door lead-
ing Into the hallway when he caught
sight of Sullivan coming In through the
window.

Like a flash he whipped out a revolver
and opened fire on the policeman.

The first shot did not take effect The
second was fired Just as Mrs. O'Hara
Jumped up and tried to prevent her hus-

band from doing murder.
The ball entered her right breast and

she sank to the floor screaming piti-
fully.

O'Connor, hearing the shots and' the
woman's (.creams, burst open the door
at this critical Juncture and Jumped
upon O'Hara before he coutd Are anoth-
er shot.

Sullivan alio closed on the madman,
and, after a furious struggle, the police-

men succeeded In subduing him.
The nippers were placed on O'Hara, so

that he could do no further harm, and
Policeman O'Connor called tn ambulance
to take Mrs. O'Hara to the Chambers)
Street Hospital. O'Hara was locked up
In the Church street station, and will
be arraigned In tho Tombs Court this
afternoon.

At the Chambers Street Hospital an
"Evening World" reporter who called
at 11. o'clock was told that Mrs. O'Hara
would probably recover.

Upon her arrival at the hospital she
walked, supported by two attendants,
from the ambulance to the reception
room. She was nble to give her name
ago and address to the surgeon.

The surgeon had not finished his ex-

amination of Mrs. O'Hara's wound
when the reporter called, but so far as
the examination had gone the Indica-

tions were that she would recover.

Capt. Anderson's ohject, It was given
out, was to show that the Norsemen
ought to nave discovered America
while on some of their venturesome
trips In boats such as the Viking.

When tho strange craft reached New
York, It remained In North RIvc for
some time and was or popular Int. rest.

A CRASH IN THE FOG.

Millionaire Flagler's Big Steam

Yaoht Badly Smashed.

Sho Ran Into tho Railroad Trans-po- rt

Float Express.

Moth Vessels Were. Trying to Dodge
Kcrry-llont- s.

The big white steam yacht Alicia,
owned by II. M. Flagler, the million-
aire Standard OH magnate, was In col-

lision nt !M'J this morning with the
New York. New I linen and Hartford
transfer boat Hxpress, In the L'ast Hlv-c- r,

off ICIghth street.
The yacht's bow was badly wrecked,

all the forefoot being carried away and
Ihe forward guard of the Express wuh
splintered.

Two uf the Alicia's crew were thrown
overboard by tnc shock, but weie

A dense mist overhung the river at the
Unit. The Impress und the steam yacht
wero both (.omiiig down the rler, the
freighter linlng n big load of cars. Two
fcny-bo.il- one bound to the Twenty-thir- d

street slip and the other, the War-
ren, of the Grand street line, were cross-
ing the river, and the down-comin- g ves-

sels tried to veer out of their courses to
avuld going In collision with them.

All ei'-nltnr- who saw tha crash
from the deck of the Warren, saB:

"Both visnels weie running down
stream rapidly and In apparently paral-
lel courses. Tho men steering them evi-
dently saw the ferry-boat- s and tried to

vaile them. Tho yacht endeavored to
the Wurrcn'H bow, and tn doing so

steered closer to the Express.
"This brought both boats together be-

fore headway could be checked, and the
yacht crashed into the Express with full
lurcc. She struck forward of the shel-
tered portion of the transfer boat and
drove Into the vy timbers of the
port guard like a ram.

"Her sharp prow cut Into the guards
like a knife, shuttering and tearing up
the deck and rills. In the Impact, two
of tint yacht's crew, who were standing
forward, were thrown Into the river.
Life buoys were thrown to them und
they were hauled aboard.

"When the vessels backed away from
each other. It could be seen that the
yacht had stove In her bow above the
water-lin- e, clear to the deck. Her bow-
sprit was snapped oft clean as a whistle,
currying all her headstays and gear
overnoaid,

"The yacht anchored near the spot
where the collision occurred.

"The Express had thirty feet of her
port guards torn off In tho collision
and put back to the slip at One Hun-die- d

and Thirtieth street for repairs.
She car-le- d on her deck eighteen loaded
freight cars.

"Fortunately for both vessels, the
blow was a glancing one. Had the yacht
struck head on against the Express at
a right ""g'ot per rimrt """'' have
carried her fsr Into the transfer-boa- t
and would probably have sunk both.
Had the blow been given by the Ex-
press, with her heavy load and the
force of the tide, the yacht would have
been stove literally to pieces."

II. M. Flagler came down from his
country seat at Mamaroneck on the
Alicia this morning, as usual. He
landed at the Now York Yacht Club pier,
foot of East Twenty-sixt- h street, short-
ly after 9 o'clock.

Mr. Flagler had heard nothing of the
accident to his yacht when an "Evening
World" reporter called at his oifico In
the Standard Oil Building, 20 Broadway,
at 11.30 o'clock.

The Alicia Is n steel, schooner-rigge- d

sterner of the most modern type. She
Is ISO feet long, over all, 100 feet on tht
water line, 24 feet beam and 9 feet 6
Inches draft. She Is fitted with triple
expansion engines, capable of high speed.
Bhe was built to Mr. Flagler's order
In 11190 by Harlan & Holllngsmlth, of
Wilmington, Del.

Her constructors had carte blanche In
fitting up the yacht's saloon and living
quarter", and she Is perhaps the hand-
somest and most costly vessel of her
size among the many luxurious pleasure
craft of

Her owner uses her dally In travelling
to and from his villa at Flagler's Point
on the Sound.
